WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Nixon has ended a three- 
day trip to his retreat in Mary­ 
land the way it started—in a 
mysterious hurry. 
Nixon flew back to the White 
House 
Friday 
night, 
leaving 
wife Pat behind at Camp Da­ 
vid, 
the 
Catoctin 
Mountain 
lodge used by every President 
since Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
Deputy press secretary Ger­ 
ald 
L. Warren 
insisted 
“no 
crisis’* was involved in Nixon’s 
decision, to return two days 
sooner than expected. 
By the same token, there was 
no 
explanation 
for 
Nixon’s 
unannounced 
departure 
for 
Camp David from the White 
House on Tuesday—just a few 
hours after his return from a 
rain-marred 
Florida 
respite 
that followed his 13-day summit 
trip to Moscow. 
Normally, two reporters and 
two photographers representing 
The 
Associated 
Press 
and 
United Press International are 
elerted in time to witness Nix­ 
on’s departure from Camp Da­ 
vid. 
No onlookers from the press 
were on hand Friday night. 
Warren 
said 
the 
President 
made his decision to return so 
abruptly that there was no time 
in which to inform the press. 
Asked if the real reason for 
the departure from usual prac­ 
tice might he that Nixon cam­ 
paign manager John Mitchell 
might have boarded the heli­ 
copter with the President, and 
the White House did not want 
witnesses, Warren gave a flat 
denial. 
Throughout Nixon’s 
Camp 
David stay, the White House 
said he was working on “a 
wide variety of domestic is­ 
sues.’* 
Initially, his only announced 
companion at the mouptamtop 
lodge 
was 
H.R. 
Haldeman, 
chief of the White House staff, 
not generally known as a policy 
adviser, foreign or domestic. 
Shortly beiore Nixon’s return, 
however, 
he was 
joined 
at 
Camp David by John D. Eh- 
rlichman, chief domestic policy 
adviser. 
Warren said Nixon and Eh- 
rlichman 
conferred 
for 
five 
hours Friday—with a break in, 
mid-session. 
The White House spokesman 
said they talked about such 
matters as anti-busing legisla­ 
tion, the higher education' bill 
that has passed Congress and is 
awaiting an expected presiden­ 
tial signature, revenue-sharing 
proposals 
and 
the 
adminis­ 
tration’s aging welfare reform 
initiatives. 
Mrs. Nixon, who joined the 
President one day before his 
abrupt departure from Camp 
David, 
remained 
there 
with 
Mrs. Roger Johnson, an old 
California friend.

Rushville city firemen were 
called out Friday afternoon to 
a, house fire on West First Street 
which reportedly involved unus­ 
ual circumstances. 
The report states that a house 
located, near the Coon trailer 
court on West First Street and 
owned by Gerald Coon. 520 East 
Uth Street, was destroyed by 
toe fire, which laid a thick col­ 
umn of smoke across the south­ 
west part of the city. 
Wade Fletcher, of the Rush­ 
ville fire department, says that 
Coon was working in the build­ 
ing and it caught fire, but he 
did not report the fire to the 
department.

20 Per Cent 
Social Security 
Increase Seen

WASHINGTON (AP) — Amid 
predictions most senators and 
House members will want the 
figure doubled, the Senate Fi­ 
nance Committee has voted a 
10 per cent increase in Social 
Security benefits. 
Conservatives on the com­ 
mittee rejected proposals to in­ 
crease general pension benefits 
by 20 per cent and by 15 per 
tent with identical 7-7 tie votes 
Thursday. 
Chairman Russell B. Long, 
D-La., said that 64 of the Sen­ 
ate’s 100 members, including 
himself, had announced they 
would vote for the 20 per cent 
increase when the combined So­ 
cial 
Security-welfare 
reform 
bill reaches the floor. 
Long said the committee will 
act Monday on higher Social 
Security payroll taxes to pay 
for the new benefits and send 
the bill to the Senate for de­ 
bate. 
The House, passing the bill 
last year, called for a 5 per 
cent general increase in Social 
Security benefits. But Rep. Wil­ 
bur D. Mills, D-Ark., chairman 
of the Ways and. Means Com­ 
mittee who will head the House 
conferees on the legislation, has 
said he fa\ors 20 per cent. 
The Senate committee esti­ 
mated a 10 per cent increase 
for 27 million pensioners would 
raise 
average 
monthly 
pay­ 
ments from $133 to $146 for in­ 
dividuals and from $223 to $245 
for couples. 
The 
10 
per 
cent 
increase 
would raise the maximum pay­ 
ment for an individual from 
about $216 to $237. 
The bill calls for Social Se­ 
curity 
increases 
for 
special 
groups as well as the general 
raise, all retroactive to June 1. 
Social Security checks would 
not be likely to reflect the 
changes 
until 
about 
three 
months after the bill is signed 
into law. 
An attempt in the committee 
to strike out tough work re­ 
quirements of the welfare por­ 
tion of the bill was beaten by 
an 11 to 3 vote. Another try to 
remove the so-called Workfare 
Plan is expected on the Senate 
floor. 
Long said he might also try 
to insert a $2.2 billion catastro­ 
phic illness plan into the bill 
when it reaches the floor. Fi­ 
nanced through Social Security, 
the plan would pay most of 
medical expenses over $2,000 
for a family and hospital costs 
beyond 60 days a year for indi­ 
viduals.

RAPID CITY, S.D. (AP) - 
At least 55 persons were killed 
and many others were injured 
by 
flooding, 
explosions 
and 
fires 
triggered 
by 
torrential 
rain overnight in and around 
Rapid 
City, 
the 
Pennington 
County sheriffs office reported 
today. 
At least 300 persons also were 
reported missing. 
Deputy Sheriff Dale Bruce 
said the sheriff’s office was re­ 
ceiving reports of deaths con­ 
tinuously... He said, the 55 deaths 
were confirmed, and added that 
he expected the toil to climb. 
Six to 10 inches of rain hit the 
east slopes of the Black Hills 
during the night and the water 
poured into Rapid City, flooding 
much of the city and leaving 
hundreds homeless. 
The Black. Hills is a popular 
resort 
area 
in 
southwestern 
South Dakota. Rapid City is the 
area’s largest city. 
Bruce 
said 
the 
confusion 
which plagued the city at dawn 
prevented law enforcement au­ 
thorities from confirming many 
death reports. 
“ We’ve lost people, but we 
don't know how many,” said 
Sheriff Glen Best. “I’m afraid 
it could be quite a few.” 
National Guardsmen, law en­ 
forcement 
officers 
and 
all 
available 
emergency 
crews 
moved into the western South 
Dakota city of 43,900 at dawn to 
lend asista nee. 
“It must be like in a war 
zone,’ said Harold Higgins, a 
Rapid City Journal writer and 
photographer 
who 
rode with 
fire rescue units during the 
night. 
“There are fires all over the 
place and nothing can be done 
about it, because the city has 
been cut in half by the flooding 
Rapid Creek,” Higgins said. 
Broken gas lines triggered 
fires which resulted in injuries 
to a number of persons, author­ 
ities said. City officials ordered 
the main gas line in the city 
shut off. 
Strong current in the flood 
water prevented people in boats 
from serving as rescue units. 
An. eyewitness said, some cars 


were being swept down streets 
by the raging waters. 
“A Volkswagen was floating 
down the street with the people 
hanging on and screaming for 
help,” the woman said. 
Authorities were urging resi­ 
dents to move to higher ground, 
but high water made it impos­ 
sible to leave or enter one part 
of the city, sheriff’s deputies 
said..

U. S. Doctors Eyeing Chinese Acupuncture 


EDITOR’S NOTE — Ameri­ 
can physicians have beguh to 
take a long, hard. look, at the 
Chinese method of acupuncture 
to carry out surgery without 
anesthesia. Here is a report on 
the subject.

NEW YORK (AP) — Being of 
scientific bent, 
Dr. 
Pang L. 
Man of Northville, Michigan, 
stuck two acupuncture needles 
into his own legs, and then had 
a surgeon cut a gash in his left 
leg. 
The gash was 1*4-inches long, 
and a half-inch deep. It took 
seven stitches to close. 
Man says he didn’t feel a 
thing. 
He 
had 
learned 
acu­ 
puncture in China, where he 
was - born. 
Next, Man stück acupuncture 
needles into his wife’s face just 
before a dentist pulled two *of 
her molars. She didn’t feel any 
pain, either. 
Neither had any anesthetic or 
pain-relieving drug before or 
after their surgery. 
Nor has a handful of patients 
in U.S. hospitals where anes­ 
thesiologists and medical scien­ 
tists 
are 
beginning 
careful 
study of this audacious idea 
foom China—-that surgery can 
be carried out without anes­ 
thesia except for some slender 
acupuncture 
needles, 
thinner 
than an ordinary hypodermic 
needle. 
Acupuncture 
is 
known, 
to 
have been the . only or main 
“anesthetic” within the last two 
months at a few centers in this 
country for repair of a hernia 
and a recurrent dislocation of 
the shoulder, for a skin graft­ 
ing, 
a tonsillectomy, 
and 
a 
biopsy of a growth on a man’s 
tonsil. Likely there have been 
other and perhaps numerous 
unannounced operations. 
Chinese surgeons are said to 
have performed 409,'099 oper­ 
ations with acupuncture anes­ 
thesia since 1966 in a brand- 
new application of a 5,900-year- 


old art practiced before just for 
medical purposes. 
The Chinese say the surgical 
pain-reiief fails in about 10 per 
cent of cases. 
But the Chinese are also say­ 
ing now that one single needle 
properly placed in the ear or 
lace can block out pain arising 
from surgery on any part of the 
human body, even to opening 
up the skull, chest or abdomen, 
Man adds. 
To all this, American medical 
men are reacting with, state­ 
ments ranging from “total rub­ 
bish” to “marvelous, exciting, 
a new era . . 
The evidence whether either 
extreme must modify its view 
may not be long in forthcom­ 
ing. 
“ Responsible anesthesia de­ 
partments of medical centers 
are exploring it,” says an or­ 
thopedic 
surgeon 
who 
per­ 
formed an unpublicized oper­ 
ation of shoulder repair under 
acupuncture. The patient was 
given 
a 
mild 
pain-relieving 
drug during part of the long op­ 
eration. 
Within two to five years, re­ 
search 
may 
show 
whether 
American medicine says bye- 
bye to acupuncture, or whether 
the process proves out enough 
so medical authorities start to 
license trained people to carry 
it out, says Dr. Saul Heller, 
President of 
the 
New York 
State Board for Medicine. 
How possibly could a few 
needles inserted not very deep 
into the skin produce the mir­ 
acle of blocking off sensations 
of pain? 
Chinese doctors 
have 
been 
saying they just don’t know. 
For 
centuries 
the 
Chinese 
have used acupuncture to treat 
almost 
every 
disease, 
and 
sometimes for pain relief. In all 
this the theory has been that 
the needles act through 12 pairs 
if “ meridians” or ducts that 
lead to specific internal organs, 
and that, the stimulation from 
the needles acts to restore a 
healthy balance of life fluids. 
But no “meridians” or ducts 


show up under the best electron 
microscopes. So Western doc­ 
tors have generally attributed 
reputed good effects from med­ 
ical acupuncture to suggestion, 
to the fact someone cares to try 
to help you in your pain. 
Acupuncture 
for 
anesthesia 
came about when Chinese doc­ 
tors began twirling the needles. 
1 his appeared critical in block­ 
ing pain. And since twirling the 
needles 
between 
thumb 
and 
forefinger for perhaps an hour 
or two is a nuisance, small 
electrical currents were applied 
through the needles to get a 
similar continuing stimulatory 
effect.' 
Now a theory offering a phys­ 
iological explanation for it all 
comes from Dr. Man, a psy­ 
chiatrist who is director of re­ 
search. at Northville State Hos­ 
pital in Northville, Mich., and 
Dr. Calvin H. Ghen, also China- 
born, adjunct assistant profes­ 
sor of psychiatry at Wayne 
State University in Detroit. 
They theorize that the nee­ 
dles 
placed 
in 
peripheral 
nerves stimulate two kinds of 
nerve fibers. The larger fibers 
carry impulses having to do 
with nonpain sensations such as 
temperature and touch. Only 
the smaller fibers carry the 
signals of pain. * 
But the larger fibers transmit 
their 
signals 
faster. 
Hence 
those signals arrive first in 
time to block a. “gate” area in 
the spinal cord through which 
nerve signals pass. There are 
s > many of these signals flood­ 
ing the gate, through the twirl­ 
ing 
or 
electrical 
stimulation 
through the needles, that the 
slower pain signals are blocked 
out, somewhat like jamming 
radio broadcasts. 
A second “gate” is the tha­ 
lamus area of the brain, where 
pain impulses become regis­ 
tered, the theory goes. Signals 
that might get through the spin­ 
al gate can be blocked at the 
thalamus gate. 
This could mean that a single 
needle placed in the face or ear 
could act directly on the tha­ 
lamus, Man says.

The two favorites to win in 
the 10 previous runnings were 
Jaipur, $7.70, in 1962 and Dam­ 
ascus, $3.60 in 1967 while during 
that period four of the beaten 
favorites were going after the 
Triple Crown after having won 
the Kentucky Derby and Pre­ 
akness. 
The Unsuccessful bidders for 
the Triple Crown were North­ 
ern Dancer, 1964; tfauai King, 
1966; Majestic Prince, 1969 and 
Cañonero II, 1971. 
Northern Dancer, ridden by 
Bill Hartack, finished third in 
the Belmont, a total of six 
lengths behind Quadrangle.

Many times when I was doing research 
for the Historic Bulletin, I became so en­ 
grossed with happenings of long ago that 
I got a bit nostalgic .. . and wished that 
some of my ancestors had come farther 
north rather than stay along the Ohio 
River. 
Last Saturday night amid the gaiety of 
the Fifteenth Annual Rushville High 
School Alumni Banquet, there was the 
same wishful thinking. What a great 
group of alumni! Many were there from 
as far away as Florida, California, New 
York etc 
It was the class of 1922 which held the 
limelight. Wallace Beer brillianty recast 
the background, and brought to life that 
first class to complete 4 years after World 
War I. It was a class which graduated on 
the Centennial year, 100 years after the 
founding of Rush County, and the year 
that Oary and Thomas printed their His­ 
toric Books which are now valued so 
highly. Mr. Beer brought out the lusty 
optimism that prevailed when Jazz was 
being born, and all songs had words with 
meaning. 
The invitations sent out this year by 
Louis Smith, Esq., to members of the 
class of 1922 read, “Attend the class re­ 
union . . . get together and see who is 
coming 
apart.” 
Fourteen 
did, 
and 
brought their wives. There was singing, 
vintage 1922, of old favorites. 
The recipients of the 1972 honors were 
well chosen. Dr. Frank (Babe) Evans is 
now married to a physician, and has two 
sons. He has been president of the I. U. 
Alumni Association in Western New 
York, vice president of the WEBR Radio 
Station, and the Board of Directors of an 
International Life Association, etc. Bob 
Waggoner added to the introduction by 
sharing some of his boy scout experiences 
when he and “Babe” were both in the 
same scout troop. 
Some members of the basketball team 
in 1922 were Havey Frazee, Juck Stewart, 
Bill Sparks, and the rules prevented fast 
play in those days. Havey was the guard 
and what a job he did! According to the 
roommate, the cheer in those days was 
“Feed them bread, feed them gravy, 
leave the rest to Stonewall Havey.” 
The band in those days Included a 
whistler, a young man called “Dip” 
Spivey, who was a great attraction when­ 
ever the band appeared out of county. 
In order to keep the secret of his se­ 
lection and be sure that he arrived on 
schedule. Dr. Evans, wife of Dr. Frank 
Evans, scheduled their flight to Indiana, 
leaving the impression they were going to 
IU at Bloomington. When he called 
George Adams in Detroit, George asked, 
“What you doing here?” “My wife is 
taking me to Indiana.” “Good, where- 
ever you go in Indiana, tell them ‘hello* 
for me!” 
The evening was very fast paced, the 
food good, and the dining room packed. 
So congratulations RHS grads of 1972 
and to class of 1922, we love you! 
Mr. Beer recounted a description in 
the 1922 Yearbook describing one of the 
class leaders. It read, “There was no 
doubt that he would be a success in poli­ 
tics or law or both . . . his big decision 
was to decide whether he was born in a 
manger or a log cabin!” That, friends, 
was the class of 1922!

corporal punishment no longer 
will be permitted at the Indiana 
Boys School, says its superin­ 
tendent, Alfred Bennett. 
Bennett ordered the punish­ 
ments stopped Wednesday after 
a trial ended in U.S. District 


Court here. The trial was on a 
suit filed on behalf of two for­ 
mer Boys School inmates and 
seeking 
an 
injunction 
against 
further admissions until alleged 
abuses were stopped.

junction after bearing final ar­ 
guments 
Wednesday 
but

dei'ed school officials to submit 
within 30 days a revised set of 
rules and regulations to reflect 
changes he would direct. He 
added he saw no reason why 
paddling “ should not be termi­ 
nated at this time.” 
The judge also said use of

thorized by a doctor” with sub­

Asked if he would be a candi­ 
date were Richard M. Nixon 
not in the race, Stassen said,

the

Though he lacks political 
clout, Stassen believes he can 
influence Republican policy.

Pate Six 
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The “Academy Elm” Still Stands 


By BOB WAGGENER 
Outward modesty equalled on­ 
ly by inner conceit prevents 
artistic evaluation by the author 
of this sketch representing The 
Academy Elm. It is, however, 
within the bounds of editorial 
propriety to mention that the 
artist has known and admired 
this mighty tree ever since 1928. 
At that time Rush County Scout 
troops were having a contest to 
locate big timber. Although this 
this particular tree was far out­ 
stripped in height and girth by 
sycamores, tulip poplars, oaks, 
ashes and even walnuts, it re­ 
mained a constant object of ven­ 
eration to the sketcher. It had 
and has 
a muscular majesty 
about it that sets it aside from 
other “downtown” trees; a cer­ 
tain jut-jawed defiance to the 
encroachments 
of 
sidewalks, 
streets and other tree-destroy­ 
ing spin-offs of urbanization. 
In considering landmarks of 
sesquicentennial 
significance, 
the author found himself specu­ 
lating whether or not the tree 
might have been around at the 
time of our county’s founding. 
The initial computation of an­ 
nual rings per inch multiplied 
by the radius produced a heady 
figure. The forestry book avail­ 
able declared that red elm, as 
contrasted to American elm, 
sometimes takes sixteen years 
to product two inches of diam­ 
eter. The simple arithmetic of 
twenty-eight inch radius times 
sixteen brings a reeling compu­ 
tation of almost 450 years, giv­ 
ing the tree a sprouting birth 
around 1524. This would be 
about the time Jacques Cartier 
was exploring the northeastern 
seaboard of North America. 
Wow! 
Perhaps moundbuilders 
were in our county at that time. 
The alive and healthy Academy 
Elm of Rushville could be more 
ancient by far than the Corydon 
and Lincoln trees of southern 
Indiana. A graduate forester 
was called in and confirmed 
measurments and specie and by 
consulting the same text, com­ 
ing up with an identical life span 
for the ancient tree. He did sug­ 
gest that the Indiana State De­ 
partment of Forestry be con­ 
sulted and asked to make a test 
and give an opinion. 
They were and did. Richard 
McNabb of that agency who 
knows Rush County well, having 
worked with the big trees on the 
Arnold 
Homestead, 
met 
the 
writer early one cold, blustery 
morning in November. The first 
now was just rattling down in 


pellets as the forester produced 
his tools of measurement. To 
shorten the story he verbally 
admired the tree’s physical fea­ 
tures, 
general 
condition 
of 
health and antiquity. He then 
pointed out in the fine print of 
his manual that sometimes, for 
reasons of water, plant food and 
light, some red, or slippery', 
elms grow at three times the 
normal rate. After producing 
his tube kit, a boring device 
that takes a V*” by 12” core 
from the tree trunk, he augered 
it into the bole of the tree. Slow­ 
ly he backed out the instrument, 
produced a magnifying glass 
and oh, so silently mentally cal­ 
culated. It was maddening to 
observe Ms lips forming but not 
sounding his computation. Out 
came the notebook and pencil, 
and finally the ciphered judg­ 
ment was thrust before the 
glazed eyes of the petitioner. 


The answer was a temporary 
blow. The ancient elm wasn't 
so old after all. It never saw 
a moundbuilder; however, it is 
at least 170 years old, and per­ 
haps older; a venerable vege- 
tive citizen of downtown Rush­ 
ville and probably the oldest liv­ 
ing 
resident 
in 
the 
busi­ 
ness 
district. 
True. 
there 
are much older trees in the 
wooded areas of our county; 
Memorial Park is the home of 
several of them. None, if able 
to talk, could tell more Rush­ 
ville history than The Academy 
Elm. This Giant tree whose fo­ 
liage towers above all other 
trees 
in the 
area 
has been 
seen by generations of horizon- 
scanning traveler and still can 
be as they approach the city 
from Route 44 east, Routes 52 
and 3 South and from the old 
Fort Wayne Road north. The 
same “Academy Elm,” is ap­ 
propriate as it grows on a corn­ 
ier of a lot where the building 
stands, pot up 129 years ago as 
the Rushville Academy. 
A brief resume of some events 
this tree, if animated, would 
have seen serves a historical 
purpose. At the time Conrad 
Sailors and Dr. Laughlin laid 
out the town, they elected to 
leave this twenty year old elm 
tree at the Southwest corner of 
what they platted as Elizabeth 
and Julian Streets, now third 
and Julian. This was in 1822, 
and it is reasonable to believe 
that it is the only living vil­ 
lager around from those excit­ 
ing settlement days on the bank 


of 
Flatrock. 
The 
Old 
Fort 
Wayne Road lay under its bran­ 
ches. Speculate on the thousands 
of itinerants and wayfarers that 
have passed under its cooling 
shade. It witnessed the growth 
of Rushville including erection 
of the academy in 1843. For 
twenty-three years, was nurtur­ 
ed under its leafy canopy, the 
education of our youth. 
From 
1868 untE modern times this 
building was used as a private 
dwelling and department house. 
The Knights of Columbus Lodge 
has owned the building and land 
since the mid-1940’s. 
Although almost 
everything 
done 
in downtown 
Rushville 
happened within easy range of 
this tree, some events took place 
within the boundaries of its cast 
shadow. Original dwellings and 
businesses, the mül race, the 
C. H. & I. Railroad, the Warfield 
and Wilson Planing Mill and 
Table Company, the I. & C.

The tree is begining to show 
its age. While it is not subject, 
like the American elm, to the 
Dutch elm disease, it does be­ 
come infected each year with 
leaf miners. It is in need of 
careful pruning. Annual ground 
fertUization and watering dur­ 
ing the dry seasons could ex­ 
tend its life another fifty years. 
A sesquicentennial project might 
be established to give minimal 
financial aid toward profession­ 
al assistance to preserve this 
historic landmark.

Oil Well Firm 
Ordered To Stop 
Selling Shares 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — An 
oil well company with oper­ 
ations in Indiana and Pennsyl­ 
vania was ordered today to 
stop selling securities in In­ 
diana. 
Troy Enterprises Inc., with 
main offices in Roann, Ind., 
was 
accused in an Indiana 
Securities Commission order of 
offering, or planning to offer, 
unregistered securities for sale. 
The Indiana Securities Law 
forbids a company to offer in­ 
terests in an oil lease to more 
than 15 persons or for a total of 
more than $25,000 without regis­ 
tering the securities with the 
state. 
A “cease and desist” order 
signed by Stephen W. Sutherlin, 
Indiana securities commission­ 
er, says he has “reason to be­ 
lieve” the company and its 
agents have been offering secu­ 
rities for sale in violation of the 
law. 
The order also says none of 
the nine persons named in the 
order has been registered as a 
broker-dealer, as required by 
the securities law. 
The company has 15 days to 
appeal the order and request a 
hearing before the securities 
commission. 
If the order is finalized, any­ 
one who has bought shares in 
the company in Indiana may go 
to court to get a refund.

Girls Scream As Elvis Presley 
Gives His 1st Concert In NYC 


Mrs. Joenita Carman Elijah, 
English and Journalism teacher 
at Hoover Junior High School, 
Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, has 
been named Oklahoma City’s 
Teacher of the Year for 1972 by 
the district Oklahoma Education 
Association. 
Mrs. Elijah, who has taught 
at Hoover since the school op­ 
ened in 1962, won the honor over 
a possibility of some 2,600 can­ 
didates of the Oklahoma City 
Public School system. She is 
now eligible to become Teacher 
of the Year for Oklahoma. 
She was graduated from Ma­ 
nilla High School in 1931 and for 
several years was an outstand­ 
ing 4-H Club member in Rush 
County. A 1935 graduate of Pur­ 
due University, Mrs. Elijah re­ 
ceived her master's degree from 
Central State University, summa 
cum laude. She is certified by 
the state of Oklahoma to teach 
in the field of social studies, 
home economics, science and 
English. 
She is also the yearbook and 
newspaper sponsor at Hoover 
and teaches night classes at the 
Adult Institute at John Marshall 
High School. 
Mrs. Elijah was chosen for 
excellence in teaching and was 
judged on the basis of her re­ 
cord as a classroom teacher and 
from recommendations from ed­ 
ucators, patrons, and students 
Before joining the staff at 
Hoover, she taught English and 
speech for five years at John 
Marshall.

NEW YORK (AP) — Elvis 
Presley, the first king—and still 
king — of rock n’ roll gave the 
first New York City concert of 
his 16-year career Friday night 
to an audience of hard-core 
Presley fans who came to 
scream, listen and move to the 
music. 
Presley came on in a gold- 
studded white suit with a deep 
V front, in which he wore a 
gold scarf; a white cape lined 
in gold, a wide gold belt and 
white boots. The 
audience 
d'dn’t care that he was 37 or 
that he dies his prematurely 
gray hair jet black. He has sold 
more recordings, over 400 mil­ 
lion, than any other person or 
group in history, and he could 
de no wrong. 
Every time he made one 
hand into a fist and jerked his 
arm like a cheerleader, there 
was screaming; every time he 
turned to the people sitting be­ 
hind the stage, those fans 
screamed. The stage was set 
up at one end of the bowi- 
shaped 
21,000-seat 
Madison 
Square Garden. Flash bulbs 
popped constantly. 
Presley went quickly from 
one song to another, cutting off 
the applause for the last one by 
starting another. He sang some 
of his own hits—51 of his single 
records have sold more than a 
milion copies—and a lot of 
songs that were hits for other 
people. 
Most of the audience ap­ 
peared to be in their teens and 
20s, the same age as any rock 
concert audience. 
Presley began with the first 
song he ever recorded com­ 
mercially, “That’s All Right, 
Mama.” Then he sang “Proud 
Mary,” a hit for Creedence 
Clearwater; 
3 Dog Night’s 
"Never Been to Spain;” Dusty 
Springfield’s “You Don’t Have 
To Say You 
Love 
Me;” 
“You’ve Lost that Lovin’ Fee- 
lin\” a hit by the Righteous 
Brothers. 
Then he went into “early 
Elvis,” which he sang even bet­ 
ter than before, but with less 
pelvis action this time: “All 
Shook Up,” “Heartbreak Ho­ 
tel,” “Don’t Be Cruel,” “Love

Tender,” 
“Blue Suede 
Shoes,” and the one he called 
‘ ‘ my 
message 
song 
for 
tonight,” Hound Dog,” 
Then he returned to more re­ 
cent songs. 
He threw two or three 
scarves into the audience, caus­ 
ing an eruption of screams 
each time, and a couple of 
handkerchiefs with which he 
had mopped his face, causing 
more screams. A girl jumped 
from the lo*ge onto the corner of 
the stage beside the 20-piece or­ 
chestra backing Presley and 
was quickly escorted out. 
Presley went on a 14-city, 14- 
day tour last fall with all con­ 
certs sold out. He now is start­ 
ing another tour, with .four con­ 
certs in Madison Square Gar­ 
den, the first three sold out. 
The fourth, on Sunday, will 
probably be sold out by then.

U.S. Rules Upstate Amish Workers 
Not Required To Wear Hard Hats 
AUBURN, Ind. (AP) — Am- Amish live in Ohio, Pennsylva- 
ish construction workers in this 
area in northeastern Indiana 
began losing their jobs this 
spring because they would not 
wear hard hats. 
They said the traditional 
broad-brimmed black felt hat 
worn by men of the Old Order 
Amish sect is an integral part 
of their religion. 
In all, about 400 men were 
furloughed due to a regulation 
in the 1970 Williams-Steiger Oc­ 
cupational Safety and Health 
Act. which became effective 
Jan. 1 of this year. 
The law réquires workers in 
all types of construction to 
wear protective hard hats. 
Many of the Amish in this area 
are employed in construction, 
usually carpentry. 
In May, spokesmen for the 
Amish asked Auburn attorney 
John Martin Smith to secure an 
exception for them. 
And Smith reported Thursday 
the U.S. Department of Labor 
has issued the exemption, al­ 
lowing Amish men to work in 
construction jobs without wear­ 
ing hard hats. 
Smith says most Old Order 


pía and Indiana. 
“The exemption is for the Old 
Order only and was issued to 
allow them religious freedom,” 
he said. 
Smith added that the men 
“were beginning to get back 
their jobs already. They are 
good workers and many em­ 
ployers would rather have their 
carpentry work than that of 
others.” 
The Act includes a provision 
that forces employers to fur­ 
lough workers who do not com­ 
ply with the regulation or the 
employers may be fined. 
Therefore, many contractors 
in northeastern Indiana and 
elsewhere began laying off the 
Amish. “They did this very un­ 
willingly,” said Smith. 
Smith said the exemption will 
not affect workmen’s com- 
pensaton or insurance benefits. 
“They will not accept any of 
these benefits; ils against thier 
religion. They believe in taking 
care of their own.”
